Women are far less free in throwing
or giving away old hats than they
used to be, and yet they are scarcely
more disposed to wear a. hat in the
style of last year's hats than ever
they were. The actual price of all
sorts of millinery supplies is so high
now, however, that not infrequently
there is enough in last year's hat to
make it worth while to make it over
for a hat of this year's style.
A very good idea for the woman

who dresses on a small amount is to
have her last year's hat or liats made
uvcr a.L unce umi miu can nave

something: to use as a substitute for
her new hat or hats right from the
start.
In fact, if you must be very economicalit is well to take the old hat

to the milliner af once. It may be
that it looks so well that you will
not need any new hat at the outset.
There is 110 very radical or essential

change in the hats this year. To be
sure, there are some new shapes and
some of last year's shapes are no
more. But in general there is a simi!larity about the head size and the
proportions. The trimming is rather
differently placed in the season s advancedmodels from anything we have
seen in several seasons. It is usually
so arranged as to bring it downward
rather than upward. Not infrequentlywhen possible it is placed on the
underside of the brim. Tou seldom
see elaborate trimming placed on the
crown.
It is often surprising to see what

good work the small local milliner
can do for you. Unless you are an
expert in home millinery you should
consult such an expert rather than
go ahead with the work yourself.
